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L. N. F. Jenkins of Temple, aged about 
fifty years, committed suicide, Friday morn- 
ing, by cutting his throat while temporarily 
insane. He was one of the trustees of the 
Franklin County Agricultural Society, a 
wealthy farmer, and one of the most prom- 
inent and respected citizensof Temple. He 
leaves a family. 

The Gloucester schooner Gatherer, Capt. 
William Atkinson, arrived at Portland, 
Thursday morning, and was about the 
worst looking craft that has touched there 
this season. ‘They had passed through 
such gales and heavy seas, that but one ves- 
sel in a hundred could have weathered, and 
were badly demoralized.

A mass meeting was held in Boston, 
Monday, in behalf of the prohibition con- 
stitutional amendment. Several hundred 
clergymen were present. President Capen 
of ‘Tufts College, presided. Resolutions 
were adopted thanking the legislature for 
giving the people an opportunity to vote on 
the question of constitutional prohibition, 
setting forth the benefits, necessity and 
virtues of prohibition, and deploring the 
evil and misery of the traffic in liquor. 

Harry Rideley, a well known citizen of 
North Manchester, Ind., has received in- 
formation that he is one of the heirs of the 
vast Brandenburg estate in Germany, 
worth seven million dollars. His mother 
was a Brandenburg, and a direct descend- 
ant of Solomon Brandenburg, who left the 
property. There is to be a meeting of all 
the heirs at Dayton, Ohio, soon, to take the 
necessary steps toward prosecuting the 
claim. 

The Thurlow steel gun was tested Thurs- 
day, at the naval proving Segoe opposite 
Annapolis, Md., and stood the governmen- 
tal test. ‘The gun was cast of open hearth 
steel by the Standard Steel Casting Com- 
pany of Thurlow, Pa., and finished and 
rifled at the Government Works, Washing- 
ton. It is 195 inches in length, 6 inches 
bore, and 13,125 pounds weight. The com- 
pany will receive $33,000 from the govern- 
ment. It is the first high power cast steel 
gun made in this country that has stood 
the governmental test. 

Miss Edith Phelps, daughter of Mr. 
James Phelps of Sidney, N. Y., who in 
common but unprofessional phrase, ‘‘broke 
her neck” a few days ago, bids fair to re- 
cover. The facts of this most remarkable 
case are that when Miss Edith attempted to 
raise a window sash, which was caught fast 
byice that had gathered at the sill, the ob- 
struction suddenly gave way, permitting 
her head to fly back witha violent jerk that 
dislocated’ the vertebra of the neck. Her 
head, no longer sustained by the neck, 
dropped down on the right shoulder. The 
surgeon who was called to attend her, suc- 
ceeded in reducing the dislocation, and 
then adjusted around the neck a stout paste- 
board collar, as it may be termed, as an ar- 
tifcial support for the head in its natural 
position. It is believed that in the course 
of several months she willentirely recover, 
without any deformity. So far she has suf- 
fered no great pain. Surgeons say that 
'njuries of the nature indicated, followed by 
perfect recovery without deformity, are ex- 
ceedingly rare.

They will afford a profit at home, both in 
the production of veal calves, butter and 
cheese, besides being a great help in the 
roduction of pork. There seems to be no 
et-up on the part of the west in forward- 
ing beef, pork and live sheep, all of which 
commodities are very much lower than in 
the fall months, which reverses the com- 
mon condition of things, which is a slight 
rise along in the winter. Men and things 
change, so do markets, particularly when 
situated in a country like ours. ‘The United 
States sends its breadstuffs and meat pro- 
ducts into every quarter of the globe. A 
happy thought, taking into consideration 
that it retains enough of these necessaries 
of life to feed its millions of inhabitants 
sumptuously, at a very low price. If the 
farmers of Maine are obl to take low 
prices for their farm products, it should be 
some satisfaction to think that the poor 
laborer gets the benefit, that ‘“‘it is an ill 
wind that blows no one any good.”

For the Maine Farmer. 
Chapters About the Johns.—XIII. 


John Howard, the illustrious philanthro- 
pist, was born at Hackney, near London, 
Sept. 2, 1726, according to the inscription 
on his monument in St. Paul’s Cathedral. 
His father was a merchant in London, but 
having accumulated a fortune retired from 
business about the time of the birth of his 
son. He had houses at Hackney, Enfield 
and Clapton, in which he lived more or 
less, and a farm at Cardington in Bedford- 
shire. Each of these places claims to be 
the birthplace of John Howard. The date 
of his birth is also disputed, and. both date 
and place are somewhat uncertain. 

‘There has also been an effort to trace his 
lineage to the great leading family of 
Howards, of whom the successive dukes 
of Norfolk are the head, a family allied to 
royalty, and to most of the English nobil- 
ity. It was to this race the poet Pope 
alluded, when he asked 

“What can ennoble sots, or fools, or cowards? 
Alas! not all the blood of all the Howards.” 

Pope wrote fifty years before the time of 
John Howard, and there is no evidence that 
the blood of the noble race of Howards 
descended to our — On the contrary, 
he achieved nobility by his life, more desir- 
able than though “this blood

She, how- 
ever, died a few years later. In the mean 
time Howard’s health, ~ he ge of spare 
diet, and riding on horseback, became fair- 
ly established. After his wife’s death he 
made over her little property to her sister, 
gave away to his poorer neighbors a large 
——= own furniture, and left Stoke 
ewington. 

In 1755 took place the great earthquake, 
in Lisbon, which buried the city in ruins. 
Howard, mo by the accounts of the 
distress of the sufferers, embarked in a 
vessel for that city, but it was not his for- 
tune to reach it. France and England were 
at war, and Howard’s vessel was taken by 
a French privateer, and towed into the port 
of Brest. According to the custom of the 
times, the crew and passengers were treated 
with barbarity. hey were kept fort 
hours without food or water before land- 
ing. After landing they were placed in a 
dark, damp dungeon, and remained there a 
week. For food, a leg of mutton was 
thrown in amongst them for them to pick 
from it and eat as they could. They slept 
on straw on the wet and filthy floor. 
Afterwards, Howard was carried into the 
interior, and allowed some liberty, on his 
parol of honor, until an exchange could be 
negotiated in England. By intercourse 
with prisoners he found that they were 
treated with such inhumanity that hundreds 
perished, and in one place 36 were buried 
in one hole. Returning to England, he 
immediately made such a representation of 
the miseries endured by prisoners, as led to 
a speedy exchange and release of the suf- 
ferers. 

Howard now established his residence at 
Cardington near Bedford. He added to his 
estate by purchasing adjacent land, and 
repaired and improved the buildings. He 
was now about 30 years of age, and a 
mutual attachment grew up between him 
and Henrietta Leeds, an amiable and in- 
telligent young lady of a neighboring fam- 
ily. They were married in 1758, and the 
marriage was ahappy one. He had formed 
an intention not to accumulate property, 
but to spend what could be spared from 
his income in doing good. His wife en- 
tered into his plans, and aided by her 
counsel, he pulled down the wretched 
cottages of his tenants, and built comforta- 
ble dwellings for them without increasing 
their rent. He watched over their morals, 
and inculcated the principles of vital 
Christianity, visiting their families fa- 
miliarly, and advising them in their aifairs. 
He established schools in the vicinity for 
all children who would attend, and selected 
teachers. 

Unfortunately his wife’s health was 
feeble, and he removed for a time to a 
house in the New Forest, in the south of 
England, but finding that her health was 
not benefitted by the change, they returned 
to Cardington. Here she, in 1765, gave 
birth to a son, their first and only child, 
and suddenly and unexpectedly died. It 
was a blow Howard deeply felt, and con- 
tinued to feel his life long. The inscrip- 
tion he placed on her monument was from 
Proverbs, “She opened her mouth with 
wisdom, and in her tongue was the law of 
kindness.” He was sustained only by the 
consolations of religion. Every year he 
observed the day of her death by fasting 
and meditation. 

For some time after his wife’s death, 
Howard employed himself in his home 
duties, and in looking after the welfare of 
his boy. His health becoming impaired, he 
travelled fora time, in Holland, but re- 


schools. When his son was four years old, 
he was placed under the care of a lady 
teacher, and in due time was sent to a 
school for boys. Howard then made an 
extended tour in Switzerland, Italy and 
Germany. His letters and diary exhibit a 
devout and humble frame of mind. He trav- 
elled for health rather than amusement. 
While at Naples he records a solemn cove- 
nant of dedication of himself to the service of 
God and the good of mankind. In the same 
spirit he returned and resumed his resi- 
dence and benevolent labors at home. 

In 1773 Howard was nominated and ap- 
pointed sheriff of Bedfordshire. How he 
came to be selected is a mystery. ‘The test 
laws were in force, which excluded Dis- 
senters from office under heavy penalties 
and subsequent disqualifications. Howard 
was an Independent, and would not qualify 
as sheriff as the law prescribed. Like 
Milton with regard to the censorship of the 
press, he determined to run the risk and 
disregard the law. Without taking the 
test oath, he accepted the office, and en- 
tered upon the discharge of its duties. At 
that time sheriffs usually assumed the of- 
fice as a post of honor and emolument, 
and left the duties to be discharged by their 
subordinates, excepting that of presiding 
in court. Howard did not follow prece- 
dents. When the courts were not in ses- 
sion, he laid aside pomp and pageantry, 
and quietly visited in person and inspected 
carefully every part of the Bedford prison. 
Not a cell escaped; every abuse was 
brought to light. ‘This was the same Bed- 
ford jail where John Bunyan, a century 
before, had spent 12 years of his life. 
Henceforth its fame was to be connected 
with two illustrious names, instead of one.

We have just sold our last beeves for the 
winter, six and @ half cents a pound home 
market, and lucky to sell at the time we 
did. However low down in value one may 
begin with beef feeding it is hardly possible 
to make anything at it, and our advice is 
pot to try it only with those animals that 
must be disposed of. It takes but a little 
figuring to prove that the feed consumed 
by the animals just sold would have re- 
turned over two and a half times as much 
fed to good cows. We don’t need any 
more pointers in this business. 


We understand that the Buflalo Interna- 
tional Fair Association contemplates offer- 
ing a prize at its next exhibition for the 
“pest five animals the get of one bull, re- 
gardiess of age or ownership; the sire not 
to be shown nor considered in making the 
award.” Whether the last provision is de- 
sirable may be a question, but certainly the 
offering of such a prize could not fail to 
emphasize the importance of good sires. 
It is a question well worth considering 
whether the putting out of more money for 
the encouragement of better breeding by 
our State society would not work more good 
than to mass 80 much on beef animals with 
a show to encouraging this waning industry 
and promoting a business that no one can 
profitably engage in so long as it is in its 
present depressed condition. 


The New England Agricultural Society 
has again been though the formality of av- 
other annual meeting. The perpetual lease 
of the offices held by the present incum- 
bents leaves nothing to be done in that di 
rection, 80 the only business on hand was a 
report of the treasurer, showing a small 
balance left in favor of the society from the 
transactions of the year, a vote to remain 
at Worcester another year and the partaking 
of the annual dinner at the Quincy House. 
A resolution was presented by Secretary 
Needham, endorsing Dr. Loring for Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, and was unani- 
mously passed. This may have been a 
pleasing stage performance to those en- 
gaged in it, but it by no means represents 
public sentiment. ‘The farmers at large 
want to see some new blood in that seat at 
Washington, and they are going to have it. 


Professor Alvord says: ‘‘Looking over 
my records | find that with cows of like 
age and breeding those which calved in 
September and October gave from S00 to 
1,000 pounds of milk more per year than 
those which were fresh in the spring. | 
also find that the winter milk is considera- 
bly richer than that made from the succu 
lent pasturage of the spring and early sum 
mer, and from one to two quarts less of it 
is required to make a pound of butter. | 
estimate that two pounds of butter will 
bring as much money in winter as three 
pounds in summer. I can also show that 
cows fresh in the fall have a longer milking 
period than spring cows, inasmuch as about 
the time they would naturally commence to 
fail, the fresh pasturage comes and gives 
them a good send-ofl for the summer.” ‘This 
corresponds fully with our own experience 
in the matter. 


Milk from Corn Meal. 


A noted poultry authority makes the 
Statement, that ‘‘corn is one of the greatest 
enemies the poultry man has to contend 
with,” and probably is quite correct in the 
conclusion, notwithstanding it is fed so 
freely. The injurious eflects from its use 
come from the fact that it is chiefly a fat 
forming food, and tends to fatten the hens, 
rather than to promote the production of 
eggs. 

A similar statement, perhaps not quite 
80 sweeping, may be made of corn meal as 
a food for making milk. Certain it is that 
only a limited flow of milk can be made 
from it. Yet in the face of this fact, corn 
meal is used liberally for the purpose by

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food is composed in the processes of masti- 
cation and digestion, but simply transfers 
them to other places and for other uses. 
Therefore if you would produce milk, food 
must be used rich in the material of which 
milk is composed. Caseine forms a large 
part of the solids of milk. ‘This is secreted 
by the cow from the albuminoid or nitrogen- 
ous elements of the food. Only to the extent 
that these elements are found in the food, 
can the cow secrete milk. She has no 
means of making milk only from the food 
given, hence to promote a liberal flow, 
foods rich in albuminoid material must be 
fed. 

Average corn meal contains eight pounds 


of fat forming, (and heat producing) ele-| 


ments to one of albuminoids. The feeding 
of corn meal, then, it is easy to be seen, 
would have a tendency, as in the case 
of feeding poultry, to fatten the ani- 
mal, instead of producing the product 
desired. Oat meal, pea wheat 
middlings, linseed meal, cotton seed 
meal, gluten meal and wheat bran are all 
rich in material that will contribute to 
form milk, while only corn meal enough 
Should be used to keep up the condition 
of the cow. A study of the science of 
feeding will add much to the profits coming 
from it.

Oxford Farmers. 


There are many good farmers in Northern 
Oxford county, in the towns of Peru, Dix- 
feld, Rumford, Canton and vicinity. 
hough the county is hilly, save immediate- 
ly along the river, yet in the rich valleys 
and along the slopes of the hillsides are 
located some of the wealthiest and most 
Prosperous farmers to be found in any part 
Of the State—buildings are large, commo- 
dious, well finished and modern in plan and 
outfit and give every evidence of comfort and 
Prosperity. Years ago the intervals along 
the valley were the center of the hop pro- 
duction of the State, and for a number of 
years proved a profitable industry. But 
the changes of time have wrought their 
work and nothing is now left of the busi- 
ness but the stacks of hop-poles by the 
road sides. So the great flocks of sheep 
that formerly ‘fed the mountain pastures 
have gradually been cut down by the pre- 
vailing lower prices of wool, and the steers 
4re following suit in their turn under the 
advent of cheap beef from the West. Some- 
thing of course must take the place of for- 
mer conditions, for farmers must go on 
with production, and stock of some kind 
must be kept on the farms. Sweetcorn has 
taken the place of hops, and the dairy has 
been slowly but surely establishing itself in 
favor. Cheese factories have been run for 
Several years in the town of Dixfield, but 
in common with other sections where the 
patronage has been scattered the business 
has not quite suited the situation and never 
has reached a very high pressure of popu- 
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
